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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 7-1 1 , drawn to Electronic 
Device, classified in class 174 Subclass 261. In the reply filed on 11/13/2006 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim s 1-6 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected to method for installing a removable panel to portable 
electronic device, classified in class 29 subclass 852. There being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse during the phone conversation 
with Michael E. Marign on 11/13/2006. 
The restriction requirement is deemed proper and made final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 7-1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Mahulikar 
et.al. (5.155.299 B2) 

Regarding claim 7, Makamura et.al. discloses an electronic device (12) 
comprising a substrate (14) with an electrical element (31) on its first side which 
element comprises a first (32) and a second electrode (32) which are connected to a 
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metallization (24) by electrical contacts (See figure 2) and electrodes (32) of further 
electrical elements (31), the electronic device (12) further comprising an inductive 
element (30), characterized in that the inductive element (30) is defined in an 
electroconductive (16) patterned layer (See figure 2) which is located on the first side of 
the substrate (14) and which is electro conductively connected to the metallization (24) , 
isolating (15) material being present between said substrate and the patterned layer in 
which isolating (52) material the pattered layer (34) has been mechanically embedded. 

In regards claim 8 as applied the above claim Makamura et.al. discloses, 
characterized in that the patterned (34) layer extends in a plane parallel (See figure 2) 
to the first side beyond the substrate (14) and contact pads (32) for external contacting 
of the electronic device (12) and the isolating material in essence completely envelops 
the substrate (14). (See the figure 2) 

In regards claim 9 as applied the above claim Makamura et.al. discloses, 
characterized in that the patterned (34) layer is situated between the isolating material 
(15) and additional layers (34) in which vertical interconnect areas (vias) (19) are 
defined. (See figure 52) 

In regards claim 10 as applied the above claim Makamura et.al. discloses, 
characterized in that the metallization (24) along a boundary face with the isolating 
material (15) includes an inductive element (30) which is situated substantially opposite 
the inductive element (30) in the patterned layer (See figure 2), the inductive elements 
(30) together forming a strip line. (See figure 2) 
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In regards claim 10 as applied the above claim Makamura et.al. discloses, 
characterized in that the substrate (14) comprises a semiconductor material (See figure 
2) selected from the group of lll-V and ll-VI connectors and in that the electrical element 
(31) is a semiconductor element. (Semiconductor elements mounted on the circuit 
substrate 14) (The Group lll-V compound semiconductor contains a Group III element 
and a Group V element of the Periodic Table as principal components, and contains 
also 0.1 atom % to 40 atom % of hydrogen atoms and 100 ppm to 20 atom %, based on 
the sum of the atomic numbers of the Group III element and the Group V element, of at 
least one element selected from among Be, Mg, Ca, Zn and Sr.)
